SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26,--The prediction i,s made 


by several bankers and brokers today that the result of 


the present water controversy in Oakland will be that the 


People s Water Company will be acquired by the Tevis and 


Crocker interests, 


The Bay Cities Water Company, through its president. William 


S. Tevis. has again signified its intention to enter the east bay &hor« 
cities with a competitive water supply system. 


Six years ago Mr. Tevis made a proposition to the city of Oak' 


land to furnish it with a twenty-million-gallon daily supply of water 
from the catchment watershed of Arroyo Valle and Santa Ysabd 
creeks with the impounding, delivery and distributing plant foi $6,- 
700,000, which was voted upon at a bond election held March 11, 
1905, and defeated by a vote of 6207 against end 4359 for. 


Tevis' partial proposition to the city of Alameda is similar to 


the plan offered to the city of Oakland and rejected at the polls in 
1905. 
Tevis Submits Partial Offer in Writing 


Accompanied by W. H. Taylor of the Taylor Lumber Con* 


pany, a stockholder of the Bay Cities Water Company, and Repre- 
sentative Hanford, Tevis visited Mayoi Noy yesterday and submit- 
ted the proposition in part which was reduced to writing and refer- 
red by the Mayor to the City Council last evening, which was in 
turn referred to the'public utilities committee. 


Tevis denies that his purpose in making the offer to Alameda 


is to in any way embarrass the Peoples Water Company. 


On the other hand, Frank A. Leach, the president of the Peo- 


ples Water Company, declares that Mr. Tevis' proposition to Ala- 
meda looks very much like "a bluff," following the failure of the 
negotiations Wednesday evening or Thursday morning when Tevta* 
effort to secure a controlling interest of the Peoples Water Com- 
pany from the Havens' interests "fell through," and the parties to 
the negotiations, which had been pending for some time put, 
agreed to disagree." 


In making 'the proposition to Alameda Tevis denies that it b 


the same kind of a proposition as was submitted six yean ago to 
Oakland, and while refusing to disclose the source of supply from 
which the service is to be made, claims that the Bay Cities Water 
Company controls the sources of supply capable of developing 200,- 
000,000 gallons of water daily. 


He, moreover, disclaims any intention of entering the San 


Francisco field, confining his operations entirely to the cities on thtt 
side of the bay. 
Negotiations With Peoples Broken 


Negotiations between Tevis and the Peoples Water Company 


by which Tevis sought to purchase the local corporation were 
broken off last Wednesday after months of discussion of terms. 


It is reported that Tevis offered $12,000,000 for the Peoples 


Water Company, while that corporation held out for $17,000.000. 


Thev bonded debt ot the water company Outstanding is $12,591,- 


000; floating debt $1,500,000. At $77.25 the bonded debt represents 
a market value of $9,698,243. Adding the $1,600,000 floating indebt- 
edness the market value of the outstanding obligations would ag- 
gregate $11,198,243, leaving only $800,000 for the stockholders out 
of the $12,000,000 Tevis is said to have offered as the full price of 
the plant—provided, the floating debt be paid dollar for dollar. 


The preferred stock of the company is $2,000,000 and the con* 


mon stock is $18,000,000.

Bonds of the Peoples Water Company are selling between $6f 


and $67 on the San Francisco Stock Exchange. They opened at $M 
this morning and the last sale was quoted at $77.25.

Of Great Importance. 


The quality and quantity of the 


•water Is of great importance to the 
consumers, and now is the time to 
dwell upon these considerations. 


I told Mr Tevis that I would gladly 


bring the matter before the city coun- 
cil which met in committee session 
last night, and that his proposition 
would be taken up officially Tues- 
day night. 


I am greatly In favor of in- 
j 


vestignting the source ot the water 
supply and the terms that will 
be presented to the city by Mr. 
Tevis in a week's time. 


He stated yesterday that he did 


not care to divulge the location 
of the supply as yet, but would 
present a statement to the city 
with all data and terms the lat- 
ter part of next week. 


To Make Statement. 


If the city decides to accept 


his proposition, he offers to in- 
stall a municipal plant and allow 
the city to sell the water to con- 
sumers, but if the city prefers, the 
Bay Cities Water Company will 
manage the plant and sell the 
supply. 
I am not in favor of the city ex- 


pending a lot of money on a plant if 


( we can get a supply of water pro- 


vided "by a company at economical 
rates. 


He told me yesterday that he would 


submit a statement of terms to the 
city 'in a week. 


We don't want to be found sleep- 


ing at the switch, so I have recom- 
mended to the city council that this 
supply and proposition of Tevis' be 
carefully investigated. 
Look to Future. 


Colonel E. B. Bullock, president of

The Bay Cities Water Company of 


San Francisco stands ready to sup- 
ply any amount of water desired by 
any or all of the cities of Alameda 
county, on the wholesale plan, at fig- 
ures which have not yet been quoted. 


For ten years the wealthy backers 


behind this concern have been acquir- 
ing sources of water supply in num- 
bers of counties in the state, and the j 
time has come, according to the of- 
ficials, to take advantage of their sys- 


tem, 
and to begin the actual business 


of selling water. 


President W. S. Tevis has already 


communicated 
directly 
with 
the 


mayors of Alameda and Berkeley, and 
ndirectly with the city council of 
Oakland with a view of securing con- 
tracts for the wholesale delivery of 
water at the edge of the several mu- 
nicipalities. 


The company's holdings control a 


supply of 200,000,000 gallons of water 
per day, and they are anxious to be- 
gin operations. 
• 


Wait for Contracts. 


They do not intend, however, to 


construct a plant and begin to com- 
pete with concerns already in the 
field, but rather to wait until they 
have signed contracts for at least 10,- 
000,000 gallons per. day before they 
start constructing.

Want Lower Rate. 
v 
Tlie city council of Berkeley 


*'' has under consideration at the 


pre-ent time petitions, or rather 
communications, 
from 
two 
or 


three improvement clubs, asking 
that the rates for water in Berk- 
elr> be lowered. 
Some of these 


communications are rather drastic 
in their demands, nmking covert 
threats, while others are in the 
form of requests that the matter 
be thorough!} investigated. 
We hope to give our best attention 


o the latter, and have already under- 
'aken an investigation of the present 
rates charged in Berkeley by the Peo- 
ples Water Company. We have been 
working to obtain information and to 
accumulate data for the past month. 
Monday we expect to take testimony, 
and have notified the Peoples Water 
Company officials that we will expect 
to make an inspection of their plant 
some day next week 


The matter which has been 
most 


Insistently brought to our attention is 
that of the minimum rate. 
In Ala- 


meda the minimum rate is $1. while 
in Berkelev it is $1 50. 
The purpose 


of our Inve^tis-ation will be to esti- 
mate whether th» water company is 
receiving more than a reasonable rate 
on its investment of money. 


We are possessed of a very valuable prop- 


erty with an ultimate capacity which can be 
developed to probably 200,000,000 gallons of • 
water per day. We have been acquiring these 
properties for the past ten years and have an 
abundant supply. The question now is with 
us to secure contracts for the distributing of 
some of this water. We propose to first get 
these contracts from municipalities, and from 
individuals who are larcje consumers. 


Just as soon as we get contracts for sufficient 


gallons of water per day to justify the build- 
ing of pipe lines we will be ready to supply 
our water at a reasonable rate to Oakland, 
Alameda, Berkeley or any other point. 
We 


have no intention, however, of coming into 
the San Francisco side of the bay. 


Says Supply Will Be Inadequate 


Our properties are naturally tributary to the 


Alameda county shores. We do not want to 
be misunderstood, and are making no attacks 
on the going concern. We realize that the 
population in Alameda county is growing^ at 
a tremendous rate, and will grow more during 
the next four or five years. The water supply 
will naturally be inadequate for this enormous 
increase. 


We understand that in the municipality 


across the bay there is a scarcity. For that 
reason we have undertaken a campaign to se- 
cure contracts. We have not yet definitely de- 
termined how much of a supply we must ar- 
range for before commencing to build our 
vlant. but I will say that we will not put in 
our pipe line until we have signed up the 
r-ressary amount. 
More Contracts, Less the Price 


The more we contract for the less the price 


will be, therefore it is desirable to secure con- 
tracts for a very large amount of water. We 
would like to get contracts for at least 20,000,- 
000 gallons per day, but we will be willing to 


do business, and to commence operations on 
much less than that. 


I want to impress upon the people, however, 


more than anything else, that we do not de- 
sire to interfere with the vested interests or 
compete with the going concern. We under- 
stand that more water is necessary, and we 
are ready to furnish it.

We are ready to build our pipe line to the 


city limits of any municipality, and then let 
the city distribute the supply and charge 
whatever rates they see fit. In other words, 
we will furnish the water on the wholesale 
plan. If they prefer it, we will build the dis- 
tributing system and will then sell it to the 
city at the cost of construction, plus the con- 
tractor's profit, laying .the books open upon 
the table so that the price may be determined 
by all those concerned. 


The situation is, in a word, this: We have 


the water, we have the money to supply, and 
what we are after now is the fellow to use it. 
I am advised—I do not know of my own 
knowledge—that the water conditions on the 
eastern shore of the bay are very badl I don't 
like to do anything that will appear to be an 
injury to a going concern, or a vested interest, 
but we have a property enormously valuable, a 
propertv acquired after many years, and we 
are going to supply water from it, and if it hap- 
pens to work an injury it will not be our fault.

Heney's Singular Admissions. 


The discussion caused by the publication of the 
mysterious 


" cryptic correspondence relating to the Ruef and Calhoun trials car- 


ried on in the "personal" column of the Examiner during the year 
1908 is bringing to light some strange facts. The coherence, intelli- 
gence and accurate knowledge evinced in the cryptograms clearly 
prove that they were not inserted by a crank, and the elaborate pre- 
cautions taken to prevent thp identity of the authors being disclosed 
prove with equal clearness that the correspondence was neither the 
work of jokers nor experimentalists in cryptography. 
Heney says 


the cryptograms were the concoction of Earl Rogers and Luther 
Brown of Patrick Calhouji's legal staff, but he offers not a shadow 
of proof to substantiate his assertion, and the cryptograms them- 
selves give him flat denial. 


It will bft, remembered that the agents and organs of the graft 


prosecution charged Calhoun with instigating the strike on the 
United Railroads, and w^th doing other things that were plainly the 
work of Burns and his motley crew. But the charge that Calhoun 
conspired to have a strike declared on his own railroads is not more 
absurd than Heney's assertion that Calhoun conspired with his 
subordinates to pack the jury against himself. 


However, Heney has brought up another matter that demands 


close attention—particularly so. when we recall the circumstances 
of James L. Gallagher's departure from San Francisco on the eve 
of the day set for Calhouri's trial and his sudden flight shortly after 
the election in San Francisco. That is the case of the Claudianos 
brothers who were arrested for dynamiting the house of Gallagher 
in this city. Heney ask? a number of questions relating to the 
Claudianos case which carry a false impression of the facts. 
He

The lawyer who appeared for Claudianos at the trial was not 


Nat C. Coghlin, but a young man named Scott, who said he was 
employed by the Greek Consulate to represent Claudianos. 
Scott 


practically made no defense for his client. 


After continued postponements William H. Langdon, then 


District Attorney of San Francisco, moved to dismiss the case 
against John Claudianos, the District Attorney of this county hav-j 
ing refused to take the responsibility off his shoulders, and Judge ! 
Frick, attorney for Claudianos, having declined to move for a dis- j 
missaj. 


We learn now from Heney that John Claudianos left the State 


the day after being released. That fact has not been published and 
was not generally known till Heney mentioned it. Why, we may 
ask, was the case against John Claudianos dismissed on motion of 
Langdon? How came Heney to be so familiar with his subsequent 
movements? It is also pertinent to inquire what agencies induced 
the Greek Consulate to employ Scott ostensibly to defend Peter 
Claudianos but apparently to let his defense go by default? 


The graft prosecution, or rather the San Francisco Bulletin, first 


found John Claudianos and first gave him money and it was Lang- 
don that set him at liberty. Well may it be asked, who gave him 
the money to go away on. And why was he sent away? 


A thorough-investigation of the Claudianos case and all the in- 


cidents leading up to his arrest and conviction, together with the 
dynamiting of Gallagher's house and Burns' dealings with Macey 
and Wilhelm would throw an interesting light on many dark places. 
It might answer Heney's questions in a manner far from satisfac- 
tory to himself and his confederates.

William J. Burns comes forward with the novel theory that the 


mysicriou< cryptographic communications which appeared in the 
"persona!'' ad columns of the Examiner during the graft trials were 
the work of Earl Rogers, one of the attorneys for the defendants in 
the trolley cases. It is singular, however, that these communications 
ceased the moment the Examiner people acquainted Burns with the 
fact that the cipher had been worked out by a watchmaker in O'akland. 
It is hard, moreover, to reconcile his theory with certain other sig- 
nificant facts. The cryptograms show that the persons who sent 
and received the messages knew that two of the passed jurors in 
the Calhoun case were biased against the defendant. If Calhoun's 
attorney knew them to be prejudiced, as the messages show, why 
were the men not got rid of by peremptory challenge?

APPROACHING SUN. 


The comet Is approaching the sun and 


will pass It on March - 25th, about 6.5 
degrees north. It will then probably be- 
come invisible ' until It emerges on the 
western side of the sun.

will be about 1:25 astronomical units and 
from the earth 1:9 astronomical units. Its 
closer approach to the sun. on April 19. 
will be a little less than 0.« astronomical 
units; Its closest approach to the earth 
about May 20, about 0.15 astronomical 
units. 


An astronomical unit Is approximately 


92.5 
million miles, so that the nearest 


distance from the earth will be less than 
14 million miles. 


It is hardly necessary to repeat that no

The matter of purchase of power from 
the Great Western Power Company was 
introduced by Mayor W. H. Noy. who is 
In favor of such a step by the city.

Men of Wealth the Real Rulers; 
World Family the Final Result

EALTH Is government. 


If you will meditate long enough 


on this statement it will clear up 
your £nlnd wonderfully concerning 
BociologlcalTnateers. 


Our ostensible government consists of may- 


ors, sheriffs, governors, presidents and the 
like. 
But, although these officers seem to 
govern us, as a matter of fact they have little 
to do with us. About all that 1he political 
government does may be put Into two words. 
First, they prevent and punish crime; second, 
they collect taxes to pay themselves for this 
Job. 


Now, the average man has nothing to do 


wlll> crime. He does not comrr.:t =r:ine and 
Is only rarely made the subject of crime. 
Hence It follows that the average man Is little 
interested in politics. We urge him to attend 
the primaries, to vote, and to take part In the 
caBvass. but he remains Indifferent. Public 
men tell us that this indifference to politics 
I* a menace to the country's welfare. 


But we are not Interesled In politics for 


the simple reason that politics has little to 
do with us. We are neither criminals nor 
criminal catchers. We are busy making a 
living. Consequently we will be Interested in 
politics just as soon as It has to do with our 
living, and not before. 


Now, the real government Is not at all 


In the hands of public officials, whom we 
elect, but in the hands ot the men of wealth, 
whom we do n<3t elect. 


\ 
* * 


Capitalists the Real Governors. 


It is the man with capital who actuaHy 


governs us; it is he who says where we shall 
work, how much we shall get, or. what icule 
we shall live, how our family shall dress, be 
fed, and be educated. This is the real thing. 


- Th* wealth-officer, however, la chosen to 
office Just as political officers used to be :t*l 
years ago. The lords and barons'of the feu- 
dal ages got their place in two ways: Klrst. 
by birth: second, by force. That Is, the lord 
of the county, or the duke, was such either 
because he was his father's son or because he 
started out with a company of his retainers 
and fought and conquered the province. 
And those are the ways wealth-lords come 


into their power today. They either are born 
heirs to millions, as the son of an Astor or a 


Gould or a Field, or they go forth and annex 
their millions, as did Rookeielfcr or Harrl- 
man; that Is, by force; not force of arms bui. 
by force none the less. 
The problem of government will never be 


solved until we elect our millionaire!, ae we 
now elect our governors of states. 


But how can this be possible? 
It oan only be done by the state taking »v« 


the great wealth-units to itself. Then wh»n 
we elect a president it will be not to punish, 
crime alone (a small part ol real govern- 


ment) but also to administer the business at- 
talrs of the country. 


All growth In government has been towaru 


two ends. First, to unify the state, to abol- 
ish small lords and dukes and barons and get 
all the power into the hands oC one king. To 
do this was the work of such empire makers 
as Bismarck, who united Germany, and 
Richelieu, who made the king In France sn- 
preme over the nobles. Secondly, to make 
the unified government responsible. 
* 
* 


Wealth Follows Same Growth. 


Growth In wealth government has been In 


precisely the same manner. In a condition of 
freedom, when wealth is allowed to Increase 
by natural laws, money tends to concentrate 
Into vast units Railroads gravitate toward 
a trunk system, packing houses are drawn 
together as a trust, and so on because that 
Is natural. 


Now. a democracy is nothing but a monar- 


chy w i t h the ruler made responsible to the 
people 
\Ve had to have the monarchy first; 


then, having attained unity, we ceased choos- 
ing rulers by heredity and force and began 
to choose them by ballot. 


When the state, therefore, shall take over 


the vast wealth units and put them in the 
hands of men elected by the people. It will 
simply be applying the principles of democ- 
racy to wealth. That is, the real government 
will be subjected to democracy, Just as the 
political government has been. 


This process Is now going on. We already 


have the public schools the postofilce. some 
universities, £nd many charitable institutions 
now managed by the state. Munlclpallzatlon 
of street railways, gas and e!ectrlc plants, 
water works, and the like, is going forward. 


In due time the meat parking, oil. soa,p, 


steel, and other forms of business, when they 
have been sufficiently consolidated and all 
competition killed, will also pass over to the 
hands of the people. 
Duke Armour and 


King Rockefeller will give way to Gov. Smith 
and President Brown. 


This Is not socialism, nor any other kind 


of Ism, but the mere statement of a natural 
law. 


.AH Means/to Same End. 


The change will take place. Just as the 


change in political government has taken 
place, sometimes with violence, sometimes 
peaceably, according to circumstances and 
the temperament of the people. In France 
they only managed to get a responsible foran 
Irresponsible/ political ruler by a bloody rev- 
olution. In England a revolution hardly less 
thorough going was achieved by peaceful 
laws. Since 1800 nearly all the governments 
of Europe have been made responsible. Kus- 
Ela Is on the way. 


Similarly money government, or real gov- 


ernment, will evolve; sometimes by uproar, 
outbreaks, and violence, sometimes by Intel- 
ligent agitation and lawful steps. But we 
can no more stop It th«n we can stop the 
tides or the motion of the sun. 


We are gravitating—that Is the word— 


toward the state of a world familj-. 
The 


family was the first form of human govern- 
ment, and it will be the last. All,evolution 
has been from the smaller to the greater 
family; first family, then clan, tribe, feudal- 
ity. n*tion. and flnallj the world. 


The family, like a tall white angel. Is now 


with us. shaping by Its silent influence the 
course of destiny. Deep In the heart of men. 
in his home, in his nearest and dearest con- 
cerns-., is this prophet of God, leading him 
onward through unseen ways. Inducing him 
to apply, though unconsciously, the natural 
sentiments and principles of the fireside to his 
city, his country, and at last to the whole 
race. 
There Is & sound all around as of the forging 


of chains as If to enslave the people, but It Is 
not so, they are chains by which the people 
are to be bound Into one family. 


The turmoil may continue 
" Till the war drum throbs no longer, and 


the battleflags are furled 
In the parliament of man, the federation ot 


the world." 
but at last there shall surely be Just 
" One family In heaven and earth.'

OMEWHERE In the United States a 
gray haired, gentle mannered, kindly 
old man of 50 years or more is in search 
of a farm for his son. All over the 
country there are sheriffs consumed by 


the desire to lay eyes and a heavy hand upon 
this same old man, for he is H. G. Fischer, or 
John H. Hoover, or .lohn II. Kline, as he Is 
said to variously call himself, who has the 
most remarkable profession known to the 
brotherhood of clever rogues. Always In 
search of a farm for his son. he has gathered 
to his sundry names farms enough to supply 
the sons of Brlgham Young. 


In the rogues' galleries of a score of large 


cities is a grist of information about Fischer. 
The data put together in the grim language 
of sheriffs and detectives from various points 
explains to the minutest detail how he ac- 
complishes his ends and describes his per- 
sonal appearance to an obscure scar on the 
temple. Yet Fischer passes through the land. 
the pleasant old man, eternally looking for a 
farm for Ills son 


After fixing his choice upon a piece of land 


and getting it for his offspring. Fischer In- 
variably contracts a good sized loan upon the 
property " to fit it up " for the coming of the 
youthful proprietor. Then he disappears and 
revelations ensue. From all accounts the 
mysterious speculator has gathered together 
$,~»<lu.OOO within the space of ten years. 


The story of how Relnhnrd Blllerbeck, a 


farmer of Dodge county, Neb., suffered a 
cloud upon the title of Ills land and of how 
John O'Connor, for eight years a county reg- 
ister of deeds and necessarily an expert In, 
land documents, was swindled out of J3,000 Is 
the story of how Fischer gets farms for his 
fortunate, If conjectural, heir.

How the Game Works. 


A stranger walked into the town of Dodge, 


Neb., about Jan. 20 and almost Immediately 
opened negotiations with several farmers 
with a view to purchasing their property. 
He Investigated the worthiness of all the 
land In the neighborhood and pried closely 
Into the values of all the property that was 
offered for sale. A notary public, who was 
incidentally a banker in the little town, ten- 
dered capable aid to tlie apparent!} affluent 
purchaser. In the end the stranger, whose 
name was given as II. G. Fischer, caused 
Billerbeck to produce the deed to his property 
before the notary and hnve It sworn to with 
the assurance that the deal shortly would be 
closer] for the sum of $20 000. 


This done, Fischer next made his appear- 


ance in the office of John O'Connor, who had 
recently completed his last term as register 
of deeds and was a budding real estate dealer 
at Fremont. Neb. Fischer Inquired of O'Con- 
nor as a final precaution into the validity of 
Billorbeck's claims to the farm In question 
and the personal Integrity of Billerbeck, 
O'Connor, having a remembrance of the rec- 
ord showing Blllerbeck's ownership and a 
personal acquaintance with the Dodge farm- 


er, readily gave his recommendation o» th« 
property and the man. 
On the following day Fischer made a second 


visit to the office of O'Connor. " Well. TV* 
got the farm," he announced pleasantly. 
With the words he produced a deed showing 
the transfer of property. 
The document 
bearing the seal of the Dodge notary pub- 
lic and the familiar signature of Re4nhard 
Blllerbeck passed as faultless under the scru- 
tiny of rhe expert ex-register. O'Connor's 
eyes showed the appreciation he felt In 
seeing such a fine transaction concluded. 


In the even, suave manner he had exhibited 


throughout his dealings Fischer then ap- 
preached the flna! matter that remained un- 
accomplished before him. He had exhausted 
all his ready funds In completing his pur- 
chase, and It remained for him yet to Install 
farm machinery, Implements, and stork upon 
the newly purchased property, he explained. 
It had become necessary for him to negotiate 
a loan. About f3.«00 would do nicely. O'Con- 
nor was only too glad'to accommodate Mr. 
Fischer. A mortgage deed was quickly drawn 
and the two stepped briskly to a local bank. 
At the cashier's window Mr. Fischer was In- 
trodiuced and Mr. O'Connor's draft for $3,000 
was passed through. O'Connor had Just re- 
cently disposed of a house and lot for $3,600, 
wttlrn represented his account In the baak. 
The loan was handed through the window to 
Fischer In crisp flOO. $50 and $10 bills.

Deluge Quick to Follow. 


In a few moments Fischer had gone. It 


was the last O'Connor saw of the man or of 
his life's savings. He telephoned Blllerbeck 
at Dodge. ' Then the deluge. 
In rapid se- 


quence of events, while a half dozen Ne- 
braska towns were roused to thrills of exclt- 
ment and conjecture and the sheriffs of many 
counties were " keeping the wires hot." the 
truth about Fischer. " tbe man who goes Into 
a community and represents himself as look- 
Ing for a farm for his son," was developed. 
Police circulars from a score of towns ail 
over the country told how the old man had 
operated the self-same gamje In those com- 
munities. It developed that Fischer had ob- 
tained a facsimile of the notary's seal at 
Dodge and a memory of Blllerbeck's signa- 
ture In the brief scene that transpired when 
he caused Billerbeck to have his deed sworn. 
Later he made a duplicate seal, and with that 
and his skilled forgery of the signature he had 
prepared for himself the deed he was to pass 
upon O'Connor.

the field a staff of competent instructors for 
the schoolroonYs and shop work. Each shop 
has Its schoolroom thoroughly equipped with 
desks, drawing tables, blackboards, patterns, 
models and other Implements of Instruction. 
Each apprentice Is. required to attend school 
two hours a day tJro days a week. During 
this time he Is pale Just the same as If he 
were at work In the shop. 
The Instructions Involve such elementary 


topics as shop arlthm Vic. practical problems 
In mechanics, mechanical and free hand 
drawing, and the working, out of each partic- 
ular problem as will ariSa from day today In 
the carrying out of the regular duties as a 
mechanic. The lessons in drawing are se- 
lected from detail parts of a locomotive, car, 
or shop tool.

Two Phases to Instruetidfl. 


The Instruction comprises two phases—that 


In the schoolroom, Just outlined, and that In 
the shop Itself. The object of the schoolroom 
Instruction Is to enable a boy to read Intelli- 
gently the drawing from which he must work 
while In the shop, to make a norklngskistch. 
and to use his head In directing the work of 
his hands. Each apprentice Is given the u>e, 
without charge, of a set of first class drawing 
instruments, drawing board and paper, and 
when his time is completed the company 
presents him with this outfit. All lessons. 
drawing sheets, and problems are made up 
In standard form In the office of the super- 
visor of apprentices at Topeka and sent out 
from there to the different schools at other 
points on the system. All schools have their 
local apprentice Instructors, who are prac- 
tical men, first class draftsmen, and thor- 
oughly familiar with the shop methods of the 


""la addition to the school Instructors, whose 


i to look after the boys while they are 


encaged In shop work, these men. whose 
time is devoted to this work, have been se- 
lected from the regular shop working force. 
and are men who have not only shown con- 
spicuous ability In their particular trade*. 
but who posses* a, knack of imparting their 
knowledge and skill aad ot stimulating a, 
spirit of interest-In, tbe bora.

After these formalities 
have been complied with the apprentice In- 
structor examines the applicant as to his 
education and other qualifications for the 
trade he wishes to enter.

System Attracts the Best. 


The Santa FS apprentice system is attract- 


ing some of the best and brightest boys In 
the country, not only In an educational way 
and for what they may learn, but from the 
practical standpoint of dollars and cents. 
The average pay of an apprentice Is |1.35 
per day, which makes the boy self-supporting 
while he Is learning. In addition to this 
stipulated amount he may increase his In- 
come Indefinitely, according to his ambition 
and energy. 
The plan of paying a man according to his 


efficiency has been extended to Include the 
apprentices, with this difference: While a 
Journeyman receives a bonus of 20 per cent 
of his wages as a reward for maintaining an 
efficiency of 100 per cent, the apprentice 
celves 50 per cent of his wages when he 
reaches the standard time set for any partic- 
ular job, so that if an apprentice works a 
whole month at an average efficiency of 300 
per cent he will receive In addition to the 
SI.33 per day a bonus of 87 cents, making his 
dally earnings for the month $2.02. Bonus 
earnings commence at 67 per cent efficiency 
tnd increase on a sliding scale Indefinitely, 1 
per cent of bonus for each 1 per cent of ef- 
ficiency tffter the standard 100 per cent Is 
reached Thls.plan allows each man to deter- 
mine his oWn income according to his profi- 
ciency and ambition to get,ahead. 


There Is a «chedul« arranged for routing 


the boys through the shop so that all will 
receive the same treatment and Instruction 
as far as possible. The schedule Is arranged 
so that a boy will not be keDt on one machine 
or one certain line 'of work longer than Is 
necessary for him to become proficient In that 
work. The schedule is, of course, flexible so 
as to adapt it to boys who are more than or- 
dinarily bright and qulcKi as well as thos» 
who are slower to absorb oad become famil- 
iar with the work required. »

And, the fact of the 
matter Is. sifted down, that neither would be 
any better contented In the other fellow's 
Job than he is in his own.

Wilson Is a compactly built young fellow 


of quiet manner who at tbe street level might 
pass along State street for a mile and not 
be looked at twice by the same person. But 
clinging to a flagstaff on any one of tbe 
downtown skyscrapers, 200 feet In the air, he 
knows from experience that thousands would 
block traffic to " rubber " at him.

Chance Mskcs Steeplejack. 


In 1896. when Wilson was Uttle more than 


a "kid." he rounded up In San Francisco 
badly In need of'something to eat and han- 
kering after a fixed place In which to sleep 
In company with a pillow. He heard that at 
one of the big hotels a good dishwasher could 
get a Job and Wilson went after It. But the 
Job had been taken by another. 


•• I was> awfully sore and blue," said Wil- 


son " and as I came out ol the hotel I saw 
some people-looking up towerd the roof. 
Somebody up there was trying to fix a rope on 
the flagpole and I saw he didn't know much 
about It. I got permission to go up on the 
roof and found the head janitor sweating 
over the Job and cursing tola luck at having 
It unloaded on to him. I told h/m I would 
do It for half a dollar, knowing that I never 
had felt a sense of height. I started up the 
pole with a hammer and a pocketful of spikes 
and Inside half a day rigged the rope to his 
satisfaction. 
I've beei a steeplejack ever 


since." 


When Mr. Wilson took up the work ot 


climbing steeples, flagstaffa, smokestack*, 
and other aerial material things In need ot 
repair or paint there were comparatively few 
men In the business. But he says that any 
work of the kind which Involves risk In high 
degree Invariably attracts a following, re- 
gardless of the compensation for the work. 
At the present time there are about 100 stee- 
plejacks in the country bidding for work In 
the various cities, and he complains that It 
no longer Is a profitable busliwss when the 
risks are taken Into consideration.

Riiki of Unexpected Sort. 


These risks are quite numerous enough, 


too, even when the man en the job Is certain 
of his nerves and his muscles. He doesn't 
know when the staff or steeple Itself is safe. 
He can't tell whether or not It may b« 
" loaded," as Wilson found the cross on St. 
John's cathedral, Indianapolis, to be several 
> ears ago, when he took the contract for re- 
gilding II. 


Wilson went up the spire and had made 


himself ship shape for work «hen suddenly 
a yellow jacket darted out of a hole In the 
hollow cross and nailed htm smartly be- 
tween the eyes. Keeping! his nerve, Wilson 
quietly countered on the hole with a dab of 
putty, sealing It. But this swarm of winged 
avengers had been using another hole for 
Ingress and egress, and this nas Just out of 
Wilson's reach. lie started duwn the spire 
as softly as he could, but the stopping of 
the one hole drove the whole swarm out and 
down the spire after him. He was ttung In 
a hundred places about face, head, and hands 
before he> had reached a place of safety. The 
gilding was done after cold weather came on. 
One of the closest calls Mr. Wilson has had 


was due to the risk that Is hard to determine 
beforehand by the most expert of workmen. 
The Milwaukee Avenue bark wanted Its flag- 
staff repainted and rigged anew. Wilson had • 
the job and finished 1t one summer afternoon 
oi to painting, Intending to return In the 
morning and complete the rigging of the 
staff. That night a considerable wind and 
rain storm broke over town and next morn- 
Ing when Wilson mounted to the roof he 
found that the staff, rotten at the base, bad 
broken off.

Luck Play* 00 His Side. 


Only once has Wilson sustained a fall which 


he regards as worth mentioning. He was 
painting a sign on the Del Prado hotel on 
the south side of Chicago and was using an- 
other man's rigging, wJilch already had seen 
much service. He was hanging directly over 
the veranda at the entrance, six stories up. 
wben • a rope broke, dropping him to the 
veranda roof, where he landed on hit back 


and shoulders. Perstns who saw him fail 
expected to find a ct rpse. but within tw« 
weeks Wilson was out again and finished th« 
work. 


That one piece of climbing which Wllfon 


felt would have given him a national repu- 
tation was stopped by the New York police 


Wilson entered Into i. contract with a mov- 


ing picture manuf«ctu-er to climb the IJii»*c;- 
way side ot the tamot s Klatiron bullaini iu 
the cornice, pass thr'jugh the attic of the 
building, and descend to the ground on the 
Fifth avenue side. 
Wilton Bt»rt»-d up the 


side of the building and he liad leached the 
eighth floor level bet ire Manhattan traffic 
had come to such a st: ndrtlll that the police 
department called the whole \entuie off. 
Wilson says that he would have filled his 
contract except for. Interference of the 
police. The building li of peculiar construc- 
tion, affording Innumetable cre\ ices and pro- 
jections In Us w«l;s. t nd by means of these 
Wilson was going up, hand over hand, and 
almost In a perpendlcu'^r line.

'•Cat'i P*w" His Only Aid 


In climbing- a fiagsuff Wilson uses only a 


section of rope, with r noose In one end of 
It and the strands kno-ted at the other. This 
is the " cat's paw" of tbe steeplejack 
Without climbing Irons or other apparatus 
Wilson goes up a staff ao a boy " chins " up 
a telegraph pole. At the top of the ptaff he 
takes a half hitch of :he rope over in- top 
ot in* start and sets his foot In the noose 
stirrup. Thereafter h« oau lower himself a' 
will, painting downward a case the staff 
Is to be painted. 


It la the attention which the steeplejack 
attracts while at wort which, according to 
Mr. Wilson, has brought so many adventur- 
ous professionals into the work, regarding 
of the compensation. He tells the story ot 
a former sailor In Chicago who went into the 
buslneM and contracted to paint the fiaK- 
Maff on the top of a vest side saloon build- 
ing 
When the work was completed the 


steeplejack had a bar bill just 80 tfents In 
excess of his contract price tor the job. 


Another of the hardships of the business 


cornea from painting smokestacks tor men 
who are not " on thee-jusre." as Mr. Wilson 


puts It. He says that time and again th* 
poor steeplejack enters Into a contract for 
painting an Iron stack which haa beea ex- 
posed to the weather and badly ruste... Be- 
fore the paint Is applied, rust mutt be re- 
moved, and somewheie In the contract Is the 
clause allowing the owner to "inspect ih» 
flmt coating" to pro\ e that It is well done 
and capable of holdii g the succeeding coat* 
of paint.

Easy Game for the Owner. 


" That seems reasonable enough." said 


Mr. Wilson, " but tin>e and again men have 
made this inspection, regardless of what the 
condition of the stack nas In places. Then, 
with a burst of angei. they declare that the 
job is a botch, and v III have to be scraped 
off from top to borom. This makes the 
whole contract price so absurdly low that 
the Jsck leaves in disgust, while the owner 
of the rusty stack he« a good priming coat 
tor It which has cost him nothing." 


Ordinariiv the grea eat risk of the steeple- 
jack it considered to te the flagstaff, in that, 
while the paint covering may be unbroken, 
the wood may have, rotted through an<1 may 
snap oft In an Instant. On the average 
skyscraper a flag pile sixty feet high li 
sufficient to show oft* the flag. Such a pole 
Is sbout eight Incjieit through at the base, 
tapering to three Inches In diameter at the 
tip. The tallest staff which Mr. Wilson has 
climbed It at Palm Iteach, Fla . and is 2uo 
feet in height.

"The man or worn in who would snc<-«-d 
must be provident. They must look ahead of 
today for the morrow I do not think that all 
failures are due to shlftlessness and extrava- 
gance. Beyond a doubt there are hundreds 
of men who are doin< work to which they 
are not suited, if tliev could see this or the-r 
employers se* It forthem they would certainly 
be far more successful In other lines of work 
Men with ability soni'-t'.nxis fall, and becaust 
they are not given the opportunity to show 
wh«t they can do. The care'leesn'ss of the 
bead of the department Is often responsible 
for this condition. I' an employe thinks he 
U not getting a fair chance It is usually bet- 
ter to ask to be transferred to a different 
department Instead cf quitting the house al- 
together 


" But one fine polm must not be overlooked. 
No man can count hl-nself successful simply 
because he has a large bank account. A man 
who Is drawing a snail salary is by no 
means a failure. H< may be a far greater 
success than many men working In the same 
house drawing larger salaries The knowl- i 
cage that one Is doing one's best and getting 
pleasure from one's work Is tar better than 
are big wages Whatever a man's salary is, 
he Is a success If h« Is happy In his work. 
Let him receive tbou.-<andeas a yearly salary, 
and if ha Is dlscont< nted and unhappy h» la 
only a failure In (be eye* of other*, thong* 
as count* hlmseJf a lucecMtai ••*."
